On October 1, 1962, Junes H. 
Meredith became the first negro 
student knowiugty cnrolilcd at 
the Univoraity of Mississippi hi 
its 114 years of exlistencc. Al- 
though h£s registration at this 
insbltut&m has oidy recently 
come beFore the pubic eye, this 
b aobuaUy merely the cidmhia- 
Uon of a long and tangled legal 
baUJe between this courageous 
young man and the "forces of 
radkil dfiscrimihatton and injus- 
ttee. The sequence of events 
leading up to his registraition 
were as fc^ows:

dtnanded at Ryerson without 

funds ttfter only two weeks of 

attondiance.

When Mr. Akinbohun'^s story 

reached headOlnes fai the InsU- 

tuFte^ newspaper the Ryereon- 

ian, hdtp poured in immediately 

and in great quantity, 
■By last Friday campus ciuhs 

had offered room, board and nio< 

ney; an anonymous Toronto 

group was offering to give Aldn- 

bohun a year's free room and 

boaa*d! and a campus fraternity 

was setlUng up a fund for him. 
To recelve^ that bursaiy Mr, 

Ahhtbohun Is required to work 

for the Canadian government 

for one year* But our inunigni- 

tion laws forbid him to work in 
this country because he is here 
on a ^udents' visa, 

"In En^nd, many Nigerian 
students work to pay for their 
education/* Mr Akinbohun said 
hi the Ryersonian. '1 didn't 
know you couldn't do that in this 
counliy. Since you are in the 
British CommonwcalUit I 
thouglht the kiw would be the 
same here." 

Being the elldest of 15 diildren 
he cannot expect much help 
from home. 

iMr. Akinbohun financed his 
titip to this continent himself. 
He is not under the ^ponsonship 
of any sttudents* aid societies be^ 
cause, as he expressed it, "you 
cannot get an overseas scholiar- 
ship unless you have some in- 
fluence." 

Before coming to Ryerson, Mr. 
Akinbohun attended the Indiana 
Institutie of Technology for two 
months. Hia^eft for Ryerson be- 
cause t/tliion was cheaper and 
he cojjjid live in Toronto for less. 
[eafeo thought he*couM get 



the buiisary. 



Despite his dilemma, Mr. A- 
kfaibohun likes Toronto. '*Cvery- 
body is so good to me/' he 
^t^. He ran into racial dis< 
otdmination in the U.S., but not 
in Canada. 

If he becomes a public ward, 
he^ be ousted from this coun- 
tey. 

The Toronto Junior Board of 
Trade is approaching the On- 
tario board of Health (whence 
the bursas was expected) to see 
if arrangements can be made 
fm Mr. Akinbohun to get the 
money. 

If he receives the bursary, ho 
would have to study one year at 
Ryerson in the Medical Labora- 
tory course and then work for a 
year at the Central Lab. After 
tfiat he woidd be emplbycd for 
two years by the Canadian gov- 
ernment. 

If the bursary is not forth- 
coming, the Junior Board of 
Tnifde will give Mr. Akinbohun 
financially assistance, 

Nigeria, the largest and one of 
the most civilized countries Jn 
Aflrica, has five universities for 
a poptiEatJon of 42,000,000. 

Pour of them were started 
within the Ilast two years, and 
aH are comparatively smalL The 
largest and oldest of Ibadan has 
an enrolment of 1,200. 

"Because of rhe lack of high- 
er education facilities in Niger- 
ia", &rr. Akinbohun explained^ 
"the onily road open for many 
young men Is to further their 
education overseas/' 

Por a Nigerian to pay his 
education sbrood is next to im- 
possible, htr said. 

After graduating from high 
school in Nigeria, Mr. Akinbo- 
hun worked as a derk for four 
years. He earned barely 15 
pounds ($45) a month. In that 
time he managed to save about 
$600 for Ms trip to North Amcr- 
iea, *

OTTAWA — "A university is 
a pOace for the few — the very 
few and most of you should not 
be here," Dr. Alan Mewett, 
member of Queen's Law Facul- 
ty tx:itd more than 130 ddegates 
to the Fifth national Seminat 
of the Niational Federation of 
Gafnadian University Students 
hcOd at Ottawa's Oarleton Uni- 
versity September 1 - 7. 

l!be Oxford-educated profes- 
sor opposed the opinion exptnes- 
sed eaiflier by Ottawa barrister 
Duncan Macl^vishf who urged 
univeitities to open their doors 
to everyone* 

Dn Mewett described the 
openHloor Idea m ^'rubbish** 
and said universities Ju^ can- 
not allow ^*evcry Tom, Dick 
and Harry to come in." 
Mr. Mad^vish said since uni- 
versities aim to prepare people 
to enter society, entrance stan- 
dards should be lowered to al- 
low a greater number to attend. 
J>r, Mewett accused previous 
speakers of "impertinence*' in 
suggesting, among other things, 
a universHy education shouM be 
of practical value to the student 
*It's a pretty wishy-washy post* 
high-school kind of training 
you're getting/ he told the stu* 
dents £rom 38 Canadian Unlver- 
versities. 

Part or the reason for it was 
that people are going to univer- 
sity to ''get something" practical 
^a degree that brings higji pay 
and prestige, he said. 

"The university system is 
breaking down because peopte 
fieel there Is somcfthtng good 



abotit t>ehig a university grad- 
uate/' he said. 

"A university should be a 
place where you spend three 
or four years for no purpose 
at a]^^ he said — ^"except for 
personal satisfaction'** 
Afore trade schocOs and other 
professional insUtutioiB should 
be e^bliifhed for peoplle who 
want to go to tuiiv«reity to ^^be** 
somdthing — doctor, lawyer or 
engineer, he said. 

There shoUId be no more lEhan 
10 - 12,000 true univeraity stu- 
dents In aU' of Canadat be fiald. 

The way to get the "true stur 
dent*' is to make unlvensity sis 
unatAracUve as possible, he statr 
ed. There should be no subse- 
quent fiiKanclal rewards for 
graduates at all* 

Dr. Moffbt St* A, Woodside, 
pnlncipal of Univerlsity College, 
Toronto, was warmlly c4ppllauded 
bor dekogntes when he defended 
present university methods of 
indbniotion, but said a tremen- 
dous amouiH of money and ef- 



fort was needed if universities 
were to meet the chaltenge of 
education in the future. 
. lin an eatiier panel, directed 
by Mr. Matfl^vish, McGUl Uni- 
versity Oonunerce Professor Dr. 
WflHam Pugsley stauncWy de- 
tended the high cost of univor- 
^ty education against the "fi^ee 
educatioR for aU" theory. 

'Thb is no TV give away pro- 
gram", he said, pointing out 
that tuition fees have increased 
proportionately with potential 
eaiiFiing power of graduates over 
the past 30 years.

There is something hideous in the fact that 
teenagers these days have to worry about the 
bomb- There is something faintly tragic in the 
kind of world that is rapidly destroying forever 
the carefree quality of you^. We spend most of 
our lives, as college' students, in learning about 
the deepest and most serious ideas that human 
minds have developed tiircugh the ages. 

WE DO NOT REFUSE that responsfbility. 
Most of us welcome it and live by it to the 
best of our ability. All wo ask is a few oppor- 
tunities to remember that wc arc young. Wc 
will be mature and completely weighed down 
wiUh riesponsibnity for a long, long time. 

Do not even tliose adminisLrators who de- 
plore our panty raids occasionally reminisce 
about their own youth, their own lost moments 
of abandon? 

We are young, and wc are alive. After col- 
lege we will never have noLhor chance for a 
panty i^aJd. We have willingly given up much of 
our youthful irresponsibility in tlie pursuit of 
adtiU goals. Soon enough, we too wlLl be gray 
flannol nlne-to-fivors. Bui now, wc treasure a few 
moments of respite from the work! of adult 
cares, and no one has the right to take them 
away from us.

During the summer months, 
Mr. Regimbal and Mr. Lcniire 
oondudod verbai agnecmcnl with 
B, MacDonald, vice^prosidf^ of 
the SGA, and J. J. Pagiielt«, 
Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee.

A written letter ex- 
lAahdng the proposals of the 
Board of Governor reached the 
SGA^ajKi lllcowi», Mr. Lemire 
and Mr. Regimbal onfly aft«r the 
SGA letter had them asked to

Mr. Regimbal then indloattkl 
the three poitils he thought to 
be foremost ki our letter* First 
point: The SGA was asking for 
a bottler system of communfca* 
{lion with the Umiversity Admin- 
isbratlon, i.e. a formtal reply to 
our requests* And to thlSt Mr. 
Reglmbal agreed entirely* Se- 
cond point: Our tmdget caUis for 
$6,000.00. But at $20*00 per ca* 
pita, student enroBment being 
lower thon expected, the monies 
received are less than $6,000*00, 
wliich means that the University, 
in ossuning the SGA that 
amount, mu^ talce a Idas ($600). 
Third point: As Mr. Regtmbal's 
signature being necessary on all 
our cheques, is a dccteton of the 
Board of Gwemons* 

Mr. Lemire then <^bomt&d on 
tlie administrative dlfficuUies* 
Shice the University is deafling 
with pubdc funds recoivod from 
the govemmont, an intricate 
systems of approvalis is neces- 
sary in the firanddl d^pajrtment. 
This also implies a sUdct obser- 
vance of the delineation of an- 
thonity *(cf functioaal chart). 

Should the SGA show, on au- 
diting of books, an unacoount- 
able deficit fai monies, the moral 
person legaiQy responsEUe would 
be the University. It was Dr. 
Berniobtls sugge^on that Mr. 
Regimhal ^ould sign the che- 
ques. In this way, no one stu- 
dent, nor the Counoll (SGA) as 
a whole coUtd be hdtd rcspon- 
silile for any iOGOcs incurred.

On Sunday afternoon* Septem- 
ber 30th^ the students of Hunt- 
ington College initiated a^n event 
which they hope will become an 
anmial tradition.
